Even a foreign 
enemy, which might be tempted by th: isola- 
tion of the Hedjsz to affront ths susceptibilities 
of the Moslem world, would recoil from that 
risk were the Holy Places linked ap with 
Damascus and Stamboul and train after train, 
fall of the best soldiery of Islam, despatched 
from Eregli, Damascus, and Aleppo to saccoar' 
the threatecei cities from the infidel. Syria; 
too, stands to gain by the construction of the 
line. Syrian pilgrims will benefit trade, how. 
ever bad the organisation of the goods depa 
ment and however corrapt some of the officials 
attached to the lioe. Journeys from South to 
North of Syria, till recently ardaous and at 
times periloas, will become more ‘r-qneat, and 
troops will always ba at hand to check ravolts 
in the Hanran or incursions of ths Bedouin 
triber.

MUKHTAR PACHA. 

It is impossible not to feel some sympathy 
with that aged warrior Makhtar Pscha (ssys 
the “Manchester Goardian’s” London corres- 
pondent) for whose recall from Cairoa demand 
is going op. I think I am not far wrong in 
saying thatif there is one thing which the 
Ottoman High Commissioner does not desire 
it is to return to the shadow of Yildiz.’ His 
relations with the Soltan are peooliarly in- 
timate owing to his marriage to one of the, 
princesses, and Abdol Hamid has often pressed” 
him to come back to:Constantinople, no doubt 
with the idea cf supplying his place in Egypt 
with a younger mw. Bat Gh-zi Makhtar 
and his family have never made any secret of 
their preference for the Nile. He is, indeed, 
probably the happiest Civil se:vant in the 
Saltan’s dominions, for, anle.s there has quite 
lately been a change, his salary, which is a 
sufficiently ep'endid ove, is charged upen the 
Egyptian revenues and paid to him in little 
bags cf gold monthly in advance. If it were 
not that his position makes him the nocleas— 
often, as Lord Milner admits, “the uowilling 
nucleus "— of intrigoe, his career in Cairo 
for a not very ambitious man with a strong 
taste for domesticity would have roses all the 
way. 

Moreover,it is one thing to ask for Makhtar’s 
recall and another thing to get it. The Conven- 
tion of 24th October, 1885, under which he 
was sent to Egyot, is a docament of first-class 
sathority, and provides for the continuance of 
the two High Commissioners’ daties until they 
consider that the sitestion in Egypt makes it 
desirable for them to “consult as to the concla- 
sion of a convention regulating the withdrawal 
of the British troops trom Bgypt in 3 convenient 
period.” Of course Sir Henry Drammond Wolff 
left in twelye months, and Makhtar Pacha has 
remained as an interesting sarvival for twen'y 
years; bat our assent to his remaining is 
quite spec’fic, and to ask for his recall would 
give the Porte s controversial opening which 
diplomacy may prefer to avoid. It would, 
basides, be quite likely that anyone else in 
his place would be much. worse, and yet if 
another appointment were made it would be 
difficult to object to any particular person. 
That woaldbe « step that would make more 
opportanity for trouble thao the mat‘er| ia 
worth. Mokbtar, mesnwhile, is not a 
conspirator, and little has ‘been heard of him 
since 1892. lt is probsble that he will be 
allowed to stay in Cairo to do what seems to 
be expected of him by tarning ap at dances 
(sic) and receptions—a figure rather sad to see

To Abolish the Egyptian Mosquito, 

The cansle .ard birkete in Egypt are great 
breeding grounds for the morqvito and it is of 
interest to hear of a West Indian method of 
extermiriation which could be introduced into 
this country. In the Barbadoes many of the 
waters abound in a small fish known as “mil- 
lions” —presumably from their great nombers 
—which feeds on the larve of the mosquito. It 
is said that in the parts where the fish abounds 
thera ie immanity from mosquitoes, and that 
malaria is almo:t unknown. Experiments are 
to be tried by introdaging the fish into other 
islands of the West Indies. This plan of in- 
trodacing a natural enemy has proved suscess- 
fal in a nomber of caser, and the moequito- 
eating fish might be introdaced into other 
districts. If this fish really feeds sag on 
the larve of the mosquito, and if ‘the latter 
have really become extinct in the district, we 
have the unugoal case of species exterminating 
its own food supply. *

BANQUET IN LONDON. 


THE NATION AND ITS SERVANTS. 


(Gazette's Special Service). 
Lowpon, Saturday. 


The banquet, which was appropriately held 
on the evening of “Empire Day,” io honoar of 
Lord Milner, was a magnificent, while not 
excessive, tribute to a great career. Mr. Cham- 
berlain, who was in the cheir, made a great 
speech in which he pointed ont that Lord 
Milner and soch as he sought not popular 
applause but were content to leave the judg- 
ment of their work to posterity. He said that 
Lord Milner, fsr from being poor, was opulent 
in the only kind of wealth which he valoed, 
namely, the esteem and respect of a great body 
of the nation, and, far from being powerless, 
he was only awaiting the tima when his servi- 
ces would again be reqaired. Meanwhile, he 


was one cf the Empire's great assets. 

Lord Milner met with an enthasiastio recep- 
tion on rising to make his reply, which was 
modest and rightly conceived. Hé said he 
believed that it was characteristic of the British 
nation, despite the exigencies of party, to deal 
with its servants io a spirit of broad generosity, 
and whilst not demonstrative in recognising 
their faithfal services, did not go to the other 
extreme of noting small things done amiss bat 
rather dealt with the merits of their service 
asa whole.

THE DIANA AT ALEXANDRIA. 
(From ovr CoRrRESPONDENT.) 
Suez Thursday. 

H.H. craiser Nour-el-Bahr sailed from Suez 
at noon to-day for Akaba with the Egyptian 
boundary commissioners. f 

As advised you yesterday, the craisers Fox 
and Perseus sailed for Aden yesterday after- 
noon. They are bound to the Persian Galf. 

H.M §. Diane, which has played a prominent 
part at Akaba, entered the Canal at 8 o'clock 
this morning bound to Alexandria, 

H.M.8. Diana arrived at Alexandria early 
this morning from Suez, and anchored in the 
outer harboaor. Rear-Admiral Lembton, who 
had been staying at San Stefano, shortly after- 
wards proceeded in a steam launch to join the 
veese!, on which his penrant wes at once 
hoisted. The Diana then ssiled, presumably 
for Malta. 

The Diana bore the burden and heat of 
the day in the recent frontier dispute, having 
been sent on a special mission by the Com- 
mander in-Chiet of the Mediterranean Fleet at 
the outset of the difficalty, acoomplishing a 
delicate diplomatic mission with success, and 
to Lord Cromer’s satisfaction. Her commanding 
officer, Captain R. 8. Phipps Horoby, though 
only thirty-pive, bas a reocrd ot mach active 
work, and has before been engaged on special 
service in Crete ani in Tangier. He alco is 
familiar with Egyptian problems, having serv- 
ed in the Egyptian War in 1882, and is recog- 
pised as a promising and able young officer, 
following well, as opportunity ooours, in the 
steps of his distinguished father.

HER ARREST IN CAIRO. 

The arrest in Cairo some time back of 
Fraulein Milewska and the events that led op 
to it are still occupying the attention of the 
Berlin law-coarts, This complicated case of 
Praii'ein Milewska, who was maid of honour to 
Princess Amalia cf Schleswig Holstein, has 
been occupying the German courts for the past 
six years. It received a farther hearing last 
week. 

Fraiilein Milewska, as has previously been 
reported, is being tried for extensive embezz'e- 
ment, and slander of ber royal mistress. The 
case is going agrinst the maid of honoar, who 
in her torn, however, has now broaght a sait 
against Livre vou Blawenthal, Chamberlain of 
the German Kaiser, who effected her arrest in 
Cairo. She states that in order to have hor 
arrested Herr von Blamenths! made slanderous 
statements concersing her to the Egyptian 
authorities, including allegations a» to her 
identity as head cf an Anarchist band.
